Acheson, 
it is believed, would be extreme- 
ly reluctant to add Spain to the 
western defense set-up unless its 
Western European allies, especial- 
ly France, approved such a move 
first. 

Some officials believe at least 
$300,000,000 in American weapons, 
ammunition and military trans- 
port would be needed to modern- 
ize Spain’s army. This figure is 
highly tentative and is not neces- 
sarily the amount Spain would re- 
ceive from the United States if 
and when the United States de- 
cided to ship arms to Spain.

FRANKFURT, Germany, Marc 
19 (AP)—Hungarian refugees re- 
port the Russians have concen- 
trated nearly 10 Red army di- 
visions in the strategic province 
of Carpatho-Ukraine, from which 
a Cominform invasion of Yugo- 
slavia could be launched. 

Furthermore, tifese sources 
said, the bulk of Hungary's road- 
building program last year was 
devoted to this strategic region. 
New roads were built and others 
widened, they said, to permit a 
blitz movement across Hungary 
to the Yugoslav and Austrian 
borders. 

One such road—26 feet wide 
and built for heavy tank traffic 
— was built from Beregszasz, 
Hungary, to Szeged, on the Yu- 
gosilav frontier, the refugees said. 
Carpatho - Ukraine was called. 
Ruthenia before Czechoslovakia 
ceded it to the Soviet Union.

ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH Small Loans: Not So Fast 


Since the new state Constitution knocked out 
the old law, the field of personal loans has been 
wide open to salary buyers, loan sharks, illegal 
operators and fly-by-nights. The big consumer 
finance companies have withdrawn from the 
state, but some of them conduct a personal-loan 
business across the state line—especially from 
East St. Louis—wholly unregulated by Missouri 
law. Some banks have been expanding personal 
loans, but they do not fully serve the field of 
small loans below $150 or $200. 

- . . 

As nearly as we can determine, it costs a 
reputable lender somewhere between $15 and 
$25 to service a typical 12-month installment 
loan. At the present legal interest rate, the 
lender can collect only $4 a year on a $100 loan, 
or $8 on $200. 

Except for “good will” business and for the 
cream of credit risks, therefore. reputable lend- 
ers tend to stay out of the small loan field. 
Since there is a strong demand for loans of this 
type, much of the business goes to the uncon- 
scionable sharpers who clip the public for usuri- 
ous rates running up to 240 per cent. 


That is why Missouri needs a small loans law 
—a law that will set interest rates high enough 
to bring legitimate, regulated lenders into the 
field, and low enough to prevent unreasonable 
profiteering. 

The bill before the Legislature fails to meet 
the latter specification for two reasons. First, 
it brings under the same umbrella two distinct 
types of loan—the small personal loan, from 
$500 down, and the consumer credit loan, for 
financing automobiles, household appliances, 
home repairs and the like, which may run up to 
$1500 or $2000. Secondly, the bill permits too 
high an interest yield for the larger personal 
loans. 

_ am * 

Under this bill, a lender could charge for an 
automobile loan of $1000 the personal-loan rate 
on the first $400 plus the legal 8 per cent rate 
on the remaining $600. Thus, he could legally 
collect $84 interest in 12 months. Yet some 
banks and other lenders are today profitably 
making the same loan for a total interest yield 
of $40 in a year. Why should the new law per- 
mit interest charges higher than those actually 
in effect on profitable loans now being made? 


We see no reason for providing a combination 
interest rate for loans over $400, whereby the 
first $400 comes under one rate and the balance 
under another. Either the whole field of loans 
over $400 should be left under the present law, 
or the new law should provide a declining inter- 
est rate on the larger loans which brings the 
ceiling on each loan in line with present prac- 
tice. When $1000 loans are being made for $40 
there is no need for a law which permits $84. 


Our second objection to the pending bill runs 
against the interest yields permitted on loans 
under $400. The lenders can probably justify 
charging $15 for a $100 loan, since servicing 
costs on a 12-month installment loan run close 
to that figure. But generally it costs no more 
to service a $400 loan. In fact it may often cost 
less, for the larger loans are usually the better 
credit risks. Collection costs and losses tend to 
be higher in the lower brackets. 

~ . s 

The pending bill, however, would permit the 
lender to collect as much per hundred on the 
$400 loan as he collects at the lower level. The 
$400 loan would yield him $60 in a year, as 
against actual costs to him of perhaps one-fourth 
as much. 

While some spread may be legitimate, it seems 
to us that such a spread is excessive. No matter 
how the interest rates are worked out mathe- 
matically, the bill ought to provide an interest 
yield per hundred which decreases as the loan 
goes up, and which bears a reasonable relation 
to actual costs of making the loan. 


How the interest rates should be figured is a 
matter for the experts with their slide rules. 
But it seems to us that if a legitimate lender is 
willing to lend $100 for $15 a year—as the banks 
and small loan companies confess by sponsoring 
the present bill—then he should be able to make 
reasonable profits by lending $400 at $35 to $40 
a year, instead of the $60 which the present bill 
permits. 

The House at Jefferson City should buckle 
down and write its own small loans law, rather 
than simply accepting that drafted by the lend- 
ers’ lobby. Missouri needs fair and reasonable 
regulation for an important business, so that the 
sharks and sharpers will be driven out, but it 
also needs a law which scales the interest yield 
on each loan to the actual cost of making the 
loan. 
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In Housing, It Takes All Kinds 


The National Housing Policy Conference, now 
in session here, would perform a great service 
if it could bring about recognition of the need 
for all kinds of effort in solving the housing 
needs of the nation's cities. 

The problem is so big that private enterprise 
alone cannot solve it. Neither can public hous- 
ing alone, nor mixed public-private enterprise, 
nor semi-public redevelopment, nor any other 
single method. The successful city is the one 
which utilizes all these methods, which fuses 
the energies of many groups in a common 
enterprise. 

“Housers” of various persuasions can best 
serve their cause by concentrating on housing, 
not on trying to beat each other out.

Of course, the State Senate still will have 
its say, and then the amendment must be sub- 
mitted to the electorate. But it is our guess 
that the Senators and the people will vote just 
about the way the House did. We feel sure 
that they will respond to the irresistible argu- 
ment of the times: If the 18-year-colds are old 
enough to fight, they are old enough to vote. 

Granted, there is a measure of sentimentality 
in that argument. To some extent, it may also 
represent a desire on the part of older citizens 
to “make it up” to those they send to their 
wars. While there is nothing particularly wrong 
with these motives, there is a more rational 
argument in favor of the reform. 


American educational standards ‘have been 
raised—perhaps not as much as they should 
have been, but considerably raised nonetheless 
—since the 2l-year age was established as the 
standard for voting. Missouri high school stu- 
dents, for example, now study a course in 
“American Problems.” Basic history courses 
also are required. And courses in such subjects 
as government, economics and sociology are 
available to them. The result is that most 18- 
year-olds at least have the opportunity to be 
better qualified for the ballot than were, let us 
say, their grandparents, 

So the old argument that the ballot should 
not be handed over to the immature holds less 
water than ever. Other states are beginning 
to realize that the 18-year-olds are capable of 
having a voice in making the decisions whose 
execution is beginning to fall on them so heavily. 
And Missouri will do well to be among the first 
to act on this realization.

Resignations Are Not Enough 

An RFC director who was not criticized in 
the Senate investigation of that agency says 
the whole five-man board of directors should 
resign. Walter E. Cosgriff’s straightforward ad- 
vice ought to be accept with alacrity by the 


-board members who have been under fire. 


By this time it is as plain as a mink coat that 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation has lost 
public confidence, from the Senate subcommit- 
tee’s revelations of influence peddling and 
misconduct. Mr. Cosgriff adds that the RFC 
is threatened with “paralysis” by a rush of 
employes to get out of the tainted agency. 


In fact, it is unlikely that confidence in the 
RFC will be restored simply by the mass resig- 
nation of its top management. The Fulbright 
subcommittee has called for replacement of the 
board system with a single administrator. Sen- 
ator Taft and some other members of the Senate 
are demanding outright abolition of the RFC. 

The question Congress has yet to decide is 
whether the big lending agency should be 
reformed, or whether it has finally outlived its 
usefulness. 
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Needed: a Special Prosecutor 


To expect State’s Attorney Austin Lewis to 
handle the case brought by Editor Paul Simon 
of Troy, Ill., against former Sheriff Dallas T. 
Harrell, before the Madison county grand jury, 
is in effect to ask Lewis to prosecute himself. 
Lewis’ own system of periodic fines for oper- 
ators of commercialized gambling joints is as 
much before the grand jury—or should be—as 
Harrell’s convenient policy of leaving law 
enforcement in cities and towns to municipal 
authorities. 

What is needed in Madison county right now 
is a special prosecutor. A special prosecutor is 
needed for the same reason that a special prose- 
cutor was needed in Peoria county in 1948. At 
that time Circuit Judge Henry J. Ingram saw 
that the State’s Attorney of Peoria county could 
not be relied on to protect the people’s interests 
in the bribery and shakedown issues before the 
grand jury. So Judge Ingram appointed Verle 
W. Safford, who performed distinguished service. 


The Circuit Court at Edwardsville is aware, 
of course, that Editor Simon has asked the Ilii- 
nois Bar Association to take disciplinary action 
against State’s Attorney Lewis as a member of 
the legal profession. The suspension of Warner 
Wall from the office of State’s Attorney of 
Pulaski county, where organized gambling was 
rampant and fines were regularly collected, is 
proof that disciplinary action is altogether pos- 
sible in Madison county in a similar situation. 


Madison county needs a special prosecutor and 
the Circuit Court should name one. If he should 
be as good a man as Verle Safford was in 
Peoria the decent citizens of Madison county 
will get their first real break in a long time. 
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It Was Easy at Los Alamos 


There may be a certain degree of braggadocio 
in David Greenglass’s testimony that stealing 
atomic secrets at Los Alamos was “easy.” He 
told the New York jury in the trial of three 
alleged spies that as am Army sergeant in 1944 
he just walked about the Los Alamos project 
and picked up information by talking to people.

A Catholic’s View of Censorship 


The Mirror 
of 
Publie Opinion 


Effort to suppress Italian film, “The Miracle,” as sacrilege raises 
basic question of censorship; where state and church are separate, 
no secular body has right to suppress anything on theological 
grounds; effort embarrasses Catholics and their church traditions.

The attempt to bring about the sup- 
pression of the Italian motion picture “The 
Miracle” raises questions that I have not 


seen raised in any of the public dis- 
cussions, and probably will not be raised 
so long as there are threats of bomb- 
throwing by the fanatics of both sides. 


The picture seems to me to be superior 
in acting and photography buf inferior 
dramatically. Passive suffering is not a 
subject of first-rate art in any medium, 
and I cannot believe 
that an imbecile, as 
the main character, 
can sustain a plot 
of dramatic signifi- 
cance, 

But the Board of 
Regents of the State 
of New York has not 
been. asked to deliv- 
er an esthetic judg- 
ment. The charge 
against “The Mira- 
cle” is sacrilege, a Cardinal Spellman 
theological category different in kind 
from that of public morals or public de- 
cency. 

The question then arises: Is there any 
institution in the United States, civil or 
religious, which has the legitimate author- 
ity to suppress books and motion pictures, 
however disagreeable they may be to cer- 
tain persons on theological grounds? 

In my opinion, there is no such institu- 
tion under a system that separates church 
and state, 

Obviously, the State of New York 
has the legal authority to suppress “The 
Miracle”; there is a New York statute 
authorizing the Board of Regents to take 
such action. 

But does New York, or any state, possess 
this legal authority legitimately? Has any 
secular body the legitimate authority to 
decide a theological question? As a Catho- 
lic, I cannot see that it has. 

Likewise, although the Catholic Church 
has full authority te publish an Index 
Expurgatorius and a censorship list, and 
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the authority to condemn publicly, as 
Cardinal Spellman has done, “The Mira- 
cle,” or any other motion picture, and 
commands the obedience of the faithful, 
it is a usurpation of the secular power if 
the church tries to implement its religious 
authority with civil force. 

I do not assume that the Catholic 
Church has acted officially in this mat- 
ter. What has happened, I believe, is 
that Catholic individuals and groups have 
brought pressure to bear upon New York 


politicians to uphold by force what they . 


believe to be Catholic standards. 


To my mind, this action is a viola- 
tion not only of the relation of church 
and state but of the great Catholic moral 
and intellectual tradition, and points also 
to a latent heresy within the church that 
has been variously known as Puritanism 
and Jansenism. 

Bad books and plays, bad as literature 
and bad as morality,.in the long run sup- 
press themselves. No good book or play 
can ever be suppressed. 

When we remember that the works of 
Dante Alighieri were publicly burned by 
a fourteenth-century Pope, the weapon of 
suppression begins to look ridiculous. 

If “The Miracle” is, as Cardinal Spell- 
man has described it, “an insult to Italian 
womanhood,” it is a little odd that the 
Holy See, which has in its spiritual 
charge more Italian women than live 
within the Archiepiscopy of New York, 
should have let it be shown throughout 
Italy for more than a year. 


It should be borne in mind that Car- 
dinal Spellman has full authority to de- 
nounce this-picture as sacrilegious, but 
that his opinion of its effect upon Italian 
or any other womanhood is not authori- 
tative and is no better than yours or mine.

Photographs of the Year 
U.S. CAMERA ANNUAL 1951, edited by Tem Maloney. 

(Owell, Sloan & Pearce, 420 pas., $6.50.) 

During the last 16 years, U. S. Camera 
Annual has gained for itself acceptance as 
probably the best of the yearly representa- 
tions of photographs. Certainly its selec- 
tion i§ the freshest, most varied, most 
vitally concerned with the contemporary 
scene. While many annuals each year 
perpetrate the same hazy, monotonous 
school of salon photography, U. S. Cam- 
era Annual brashly explores the fields of 
documentary, experimental and scientific 
as well as the arty. 

The 1951 edition is paced by:an out- 
standing series of Korean war pictures 
taken by Life magazine photographers’ 
David Douglas Duncan and Carl Mydans. 
Unfettered by security regulations and 
military red tape, they were able to re- 
cord more thoroughly and more intimately 
than the combat photographers of World 
War II, One picture in particular by Dun- 
can seems to catch the nature of the pres- 
ent war. It shows two medics bandaging 
the shrapnel head wound of a young Ko- 
rean mother as she nurses her child. 

Thirty-six photographs of women by 
Irving Penn, Vogue magazine fashion 
photographer, are singled out as a feature 
presentation. They are impressive as 
sharply delineated stylizations in which 
form and line are consciously empha- 
sized. Other noteworthy features include 
the three-dimensional cartoons in which 
artist Saul Steinberg superimposed his 
eerie drawings on Louis Faurer’s photo- 
graphs; Horace Bristol's pictures of come- 
ly Balinese women; R. F. McGraw’s color 
photograph of a double rainbow. 

The 1951 issue continues the inclusion, 
begun last year, of a section on interna- 
tional photography. Unlike last year, the 
current section includes a high percentage 
of mediocre pictures. Many are merely 
tourist-like snapshots, hackneyed land- 
scapes, and contrived attempts to be ar- 
tistic. Awareness of this is noted by edi- 
tors who explain that “: .. elther the edi- 
tor’s efforts or the pictures available do 
not present European work in as favor- 
able light as last year.” 

It would seem that the camera’s re- 
cording ability could have been utilized

In the West when you don't 
like your neighbors you are free 
to pack up and move. If you 
can't find a job in San Francisco, 
you can try in Chicago. 

In Hungary, you must stay and 
suffer. No one can leave legally, 
not when he or she could tell the 
world that Hungary is a police 
state where Stalin is absentee 
ruler and Matyas Rakosi & Co., 
his landlords. ‘Rakosi is deputy 
premier and Communist leader 
of Hungary.) 

To “discourage” these flights to 
freedom the Communists have set 
the price for failure at imprison- 
ment, sometimes death. 

For example,. we were aware 
of the story of Stefan Kardos. He 
was a Hungarian engineer who 
plotted to escape. He joined 20 
other refugees,ghired a guide to 
lead them through a mine belt 
and across the Austrian-Hungarian 


border. 
K story. When they were creep- 
ing through the bushes toward 
the frontier, giant spotlights sud- 
denly pinned them against the 
black ground. At the same time a 
young priest in the group acci- 
dentally touched off a hidden 
high-explosive mine. 

Border police and the mine 
killed eight and nine others were 
arrested.

The border is so substantially 
escape-proof that te try to worm 
through without help of an ex- 
perienced “‘man-smuggler” invites 
almost: certain death.

hounds and police masquerading 
as civilians. 

The wire is strung in depth, 
between four and five feet high. 
The mines arse either buried or 
connected to dangling strands of 
wire that set them off. Other 
loose wires set off alarm rockets. 


The wire is fixed to wooden 
fence posts. There are two par- 
allel fences 12 feet apart. 

Watchtowers are set 25-feet 
high and about 100 yards back 
from the frontier. Practically all 
wooded areas have been stripped. 

All along the border, which 
runs north-south some 125 miles, 
these towers are set 500 yards 
apart. The searchlights seem to 
be operating continuously. There 
is at least one heavy machine 
gun with each searchlight crew. 

Of course there are ways to 
escape. For Lantos and I it was 
a matter of finding the right 
guides—for the right price—and 
putting our lives in their hands. 

We crawled on our stomachs, 
slushed through mud two feet 
deep, waded icy-cold streams and 
in all, walked many miles through 
the rain. 

We traveled light. Lantos came 
through with the clothes he had 
on his back, and a batch of sheet 
music. For when we teamed up to 


give a show in a small border: 


town, Lantos did not know that I 
had spent three weeks arranging 
this special show near the fron- 
tier simply to make the escape 
possible. When I told him of the 
plans, he immediately joined. 

He left his mother and father 
in Budapest. If Lantos had not 
escaped then, he probably never 
would—he was due to be drafted 
into the army the next day. 

My Romanian  maidservant, 
Ilona Mohacsi, left with us. She 
was carrying the only personal 
clothing we had along, a suit- 
case with some of my favorite 


millinery. Half way through the 
trip the going became so rough 
we threw the suitcase away. 

I left my parents, four brothers 
and two sisters in Budapest. In 
my villa I left three fur coats, 
including a mink, hanging in a 
conspicuous spot so the houseman 
would not suspect that I might 
have fled. I had been under sur- 
veillance ——aen 


FTER we finished our guest 
A performance near the border 

— in recent months we 
couldn’t appear anywhere except 
on provincial stages—we started 
out on that cold rainy Monday 
night together with the maid, two 
others and two guides. 

The border was 15 miles away. 

With the applause of the audi- 
ence still in our ears, we fled like 
criminals. 

At 11:30 that night, while we 
were on our way, the Budapest 
radio was broadcasting a program 
of my recorded songs. Naturally, 
they were hymns of love for the 
fatherland. : 

Those last five miles through 
the so-called no-man’s-land on the 
Hungarian side were torture. We 
crawled those miles, yard by yard, 
on our hands and knees to escape 
the bloodhounds and searchlights. 
We were bleeding and wet and 
dirty. 

It seems like a miracle that the 
mines, the entanglements, the 
rockets, the watchtowers did not 
stop us. 

By dawn we were in the British 
zone of Austria. We said, “Thank 
God,” and looked behind at “Lit- 
tle Russia” for the last time. .

per cent per year, but in wartime 
this is increased to about 4 per 
cent per year. 

“In other words with the use 
of improved machines, 98 men 
can the work that required 100 
men do the year previously; 
and in war years, 96 men in the 
year 1944 did the work that re- 
quired 100 men to do in 1943.

* “OBVIOUSLY 4 per cent is an 
average figure, and some industry 
where common labor is displaced 
by fast operating machines makes 
better than 4 per cent of effi- 
ciency. Where, in the glass bottle 
industry, an Owens machine does 
the work of 800 men, who for- 
merly blew bottles by mouth, 
obviously this increased efficiency 
is tremendous in the particular 
year when the machine displaces 
800 men. 

“Labor is right when it says it 
can get higher wages without in- 
creasing prices (due to increase in 
industrial efficiency). But this 
saving should be passed on to the 
public and not divided up be- 
tween management or labor or 
whatever formula. 

“The overall result is that the 
common white collar workers, the 
brains of our society, and this in- 
cludes school teachers, pay higher 
prices without commensurate sal- 
ary increases. 
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“IT IS NOT SURPRISING to 
find plumbers making $6000 a 
year living next to graduate engi- 
neers also making $6000 a year 
(after 10 years’ experience), said 
engineer spending about five 
years and $7000 for his education 
while the plumber learned his 
trade while earning learner’s pay 
at the age of 19 or 20.” 

Organized labor, of course, rep- 
reseats all labor, for when they 
win any benefits unorganized la- 
bor profits, too, to. a certain 
extent—if not at once, at least 
over a period of time. Labor rep 
resents the large, consuming pub- 
lic also, so they should be quite 
willing to see prices stabilized 
and the profit passed on to the 
public, since it benefits them to 
lower prices. In fact, low prices 
increases their income rather 
more than increases in wages can 
possibly do, since wages never 
keep on a par with the increase 
in prices. 

This is a problem to which 
management and the public in 
general should perhaps give some 
thought.

TO THE COLLINSVILLE SCHOOL BOARD.

NE of the ést-documented 

political campaigns in recent 

history is in progress at Col- 
linsville, where Louis Jackstadt, 
29-year-old candidate for the 
$800-a-year office of mayor, is 
keeping a day-by-day diary of his 
race. 

Except for a handful of wild 
rumors that have been set in cir- 
culation about the handsome, 
husky former football player, the 
diary won't contain any dynamite. 
And if it should someday help 
the candidate get a master’s de- 


‘gree in Government the voters of 


Collinsville won't have to feel 
that they've been guinea pigs in 
some academic plot. 

It just happens that Lou Jack- 
stadt, a coal miner’s son, is an 
instructor at St. Louis Univer- 
sity. More important, he is a na- 
tive of Collinsville, the youngest 
man ever to be elected to the 
school board, and one of quite 
a few hometown taxpayers who 
think that it’s time for a little 
fresh young blood at city hall. 

Like most small town cam- 
paigns the race at Collinsville 
has been a quiet, polite affair 
and the atmosphere may not 
change even as the April 17 elec- 
tion draws closer. No angry 
charges have been voiced and the 
word “gambling” has not been 
dropped in public. Jackstadt is 
running on the slogan, “Not Just 
a Shuffle But a Real Change,” 
and that’s really all you need to 
say in a tightly-knit community: 
where everybody knows the score. 


After all, every kid down the 
block had heard that crap games 
flourished in two gambling joints 
until quite recently; that three to 
five bookmakers operated profit- 
ably, suffering but mildly from 
occasional brief close-downs and 
fines; that it seemed to take ex- 
traordinarily long to get new sew- 
ers built; and that the holes in 
the streets could make you see

If Collinsville is interested in 
upsetting the old order, Lou Jack- 
stadt would seem to be the man 
for the job. His political memory 
goes back to election night, 1932 
when Lou was selling papers ac- 
claiming the first victory of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. He was 
a moppet then, going to Catholic 


grade school. Later, while at- 
tending public high school, he got 
a regular route delivering St. 
Louis papers and once a week 
he helped cut, fold and distribute 
the Collinsville Herald. 

Summers he harvested and 
graded potatoes and once filled 
in at a filling station for a pal 
on the Collinsville High football 
squad who had broken his ankle. 
Lou himself was a‘ blocking back 
on the team. He also went out 
for track, running the half-mile 
in two minutes and ten seconds. 
He was president of the senior 
class, a class that is remembered 
because every youngster in it was 
summarily—if briefly—expelled 
for pinning up the class colors in 
the auditorium in violation of 
school rules. 

Lou graduated at 16, but it 
was the recession year of 1938 
and it looked as if the nimble 
mind that put him through school 
in such a hurry might not do him 
much good. Lou wanted to go 
into the coal mines, but he was 
too young. So he went back to 
the farm where he used to grade 
spuds. By now they let him work 
in the horseradish, too, and he no 
longer had to commute 12 miles 
on a bicycle. But the pay was 
still the saame—$2 a day, 10 hours 
a day and no meals. 

After a while Lou graduated to 
the status of soda jerk and “ap- 
prentice pharmacist” until, on 
Feb. 5, 1941—a date he remem- 
bers very well—he enlisted in the 
Coast Guard. Lou spent five 
years in uniform, first at Ellis 
Island near New York and then 
on an Attack Cargo Auxiliary 
which lugged along ammunition, 
gasoline and other supplies for 
amphibious landings in the Pa- 
cific. 

a 


ARELY arrived in the battle 

area he received a brief emer- 

gency furlough home. His older 
brother had been killed in action 
with the Army in Italy. Lou got 
back to his ship in time to help 
land the first waves of landing 
forces on Okinawa and was dis- 
charged as a chief storekeeper, a 
rank equivalent to that of master 
sergeant in the Army. 

Back home in May of 1946, 
Lou, at 24, started college under 
the G.I. Bill of Rights. He fin- 
ished in three years flat, mean- 
while meeting and marrying his 


wife, Neva, a Collinsville girl who 
used to be a commercial artist 
with a St. Louis advertising 
agency. Their son, Paul Michael, 
now 21 months old, was born the 
night of Lou’s baccalaureate serv- 
ices. He remembers calling the 
hospital just before the ceremony, 
stripping off his robe, dashing 
i¢to a bus and having the transit 
radio sound off with “When My 
Baby Smiles at Me.” The Jack- 
stadts have another youngster, 
Stephen Charles, who is five 
months old. 

During the first two years at 
St. Louis University Lou still had 
time to play guard on the football 
squad. Becoming a man with fam- 
ily responsibilities and deciding 
to stay on in school grading pa- 
pers and substituting for instruc- 
tors on a graduate fellowship, Lou 
found he had to hustle to make 
more money. 

So from the last phase of his 
undergraduate days right into the 
present, he took on—for summers, 
nights and even weekends—per- 
haps the most remarkable variety 
of jobs ever held by a mayoralty 
candidate of 29. He typed up in- 
come tax refunds for the Treasury 
Department. He drove a retail 
bread route. He again became a 
practicing soda jerk. He lugged 
sugar and salt sacks in a catsup 
factory. He proctored civil service 
examinations for the state of Mis- 
souri. He taught a class of senior 
girls in “American Problems” at 
the Academy of the Visitation. 

One summer he spent as a “car 
knocker” for the Pennsylvania 
railroad, helping repair freight 
cars. During another stretch he 
worked as a bouncer (midnight 
Saturday to 6 a.m. Sunday) at a 
fancy night club. As a result of 
this prodigious effort, he and 
Neva were able, last October, to 
move into their,modest four-room 
frame cottage at 712 Keebler 
street. They bought the place on 
a G.I. loan. 

In the spring of 1949, Lou de- 
cided to run for the school board. 
To everybody’s surprise, includ- 
ing his own, he nosed out the 
treasurer of the First National 
Bank for the post and it’s been 
since then that the people voted 
a $950,000 bond issue for a Jun- 
ior High School, the largest bond 
issue in Collinsville history. Every- 
body who knew him at the time 
says that Lou worked as hard

to vote for,” Lou says, “but 
none showed up by the time I 
made up my mind to run.” 

Old-timers said that young 
Jackstadt squirt didn’t stand a 
chance. Not against the incum- 
bent Mayor Gilbert W. Killinger 
and against Walter “Chick” De 
Laney, a man with plenty of po- 
litical experience and never yet 
defeated. 

The old-timers shook their 
heads even more incredulously 
when they saw what kind of help- 
ers Lou rounded up for himself. 
All were rankest amateurs at poli- 
tics.

old mess,” the team advertised in 
the local paper. The ads made up 
all of the campaign except for 
one torchlight parade down the 
main street and the judicious 
scattering of handbills marked 
only with the letters, “VJ"— 
meaning “vote for Jackstadt.” 


It all looked cut and dried 
until the primary ballots were 
counted Feb. 27. Lou was high 
man. He came close to getting as 
many votes as his two opponents 
combined. De Larey ran second. 
Killinger was a poor third. 


Since then. the old guard po- 
liticos of Collinsville have taken 
a more serious view of Lou, the 
college boy upstart. ' 

Lou Jackstadt isn’t worried. 
Whatever happens, there isn’t go- 
ing to be much glory to being 
mayor. Even if he wins, he'll still 
need a new summer job when 
school closes in June. 


West opened the deuce of dia- 
monds, and East collected the ace 
and king, then laid down the ace 
of trumps. Next, since South 
would obviously be able to take 
the club finesse for himself if 
(as was likely) he had the A-Q, 
East exited with a low club. 


Declarer did trust East's club 
bid enough to take the finesse at 
this point, but even with the 
queen holding, the situation was 
not without danger! From East's 
failure to lead a second trump, 
it was extremely probable that 
West still had the J-x of trumps, 
and since West was marked very 
short in clubs, South could not 
expect to ruff many low clubs 
in dummy, without running into 
an over-ruff from West. Thus, 
the best chance was clearly to 
establish dummy’'s spade suit, or 
at least to win three tricks in 
that department—but the ques- 
tion was: How? 

It was perfectly obvious that 
East had started with five cards 
(at least) in each minor, and so, 
since he had had one heart, he 
could have no more than two 
spades. West, therefore, was 
marked with at least four spades 
and so there was a substantially 
greater chance that the missing 
queen was held by West, rather 
than by East. If West had Q-x-x-x 
in spades, declarer could not set 
up the suit by cashing the A-K 
and ruffing a third round. 


So, going on the mathematics 
of the situation, South took the 
spade finesse, and he not only 
lost the hand but had to listen to 
his partner's withering comments!

A broken panel can be removed 
by gently prying off the four 
little strips of molding that fit 
along the edges of the paneling 
and are nailed to the main body 
of the door: A wood chisel is 
fine for taking off these strips 
but watch out that you don’t 
gouge or scar the wood. 

Once the strips are out of the 
way the panel can be pushed out.
